Smith, author of the measure said
he drew the bill because he' believed
that some legislation was necessan
to force the people to go to the polls!
and exorcise their t ight ot franchise

r the recent election, Is is declared
only about 65 per cent of the per-
sons entitled to vote cast their bal--

lets, while in other states the por-- I

cenage was even less Senator
Smith believes that. If his bill be-

comes a law 95 per cent of the peo-
ple entitled to vote will go to the
pe'Is

As originally drawn, the hill re-

pealed nil present poll tax law? Ah
the repeal of the poll tax laws !s
proposed in another measure, Senator
smith bad the repeal section stricken
from his bill He also added an
amendment which provided that per-
sons claiming exemption from the
provisions ot the act because of ill-

ness or absence from the precincl
might secure hlajiks from the count
treasure free of charge and Bubscrlbi
to the oath exempting them from the
tax.

Senator L M oison Inquired
whether tho provisions of the bill
were applicable to all who were qual-
ified to vote, whether male or female
or young or old, When fold that the
bill contemplated reaching all classes
of voters, the senator opposed It vig-
orous!. He declared that the bill
was an Imposition In bis county dis-
trict In Saupete county he said there
were many w ho had such little educa-
tion that it was verv difficult for
them to sign their name? He de-

clared that he faored a full and free
evpression of the will of the people
at the polls, but objected to Imposing
any additional burden on the poor.

Senator A. L Booth of Utah coun-
ty spoke at some length In favor of
the bill He declared that It was a

.progressive measure, a step In the
right direction aud tha'. after the first
election held under the terms of the
bill the people would be almost unan-
imously m favor of It

Senator G. A. Tverson of Carbon
declared that while he was in sym-path- v

with the motive that prompted
the Introduction of tho bill, he thought
n was freak legislation He said the
right to vote was a privilege nml it
was absurd to conteud that the legis-
lature ould force a person to exer-
cise a prn liege

our books.' declared Senator Herson

-- that would occasion hilarity through-- '
out the country."

Answers Objection
Senator Smith replied quickly:

am ready to assume any respon-
sibility for any hilarity the passage of
thlc bill may occasion When so dla-- I
tlngruishcd a gentlemaiv-a- s the attor-- I
ney general of the United States de-

clares this measure to be a good one,
1 leel that I am safe in assuming any
responsibility connected with It. be-

lieve the bill is a step forward. I be-

lieve that It makes for good govern-
ment. The expression of the people's
will should be as complete as possi-
ble. We ate going to have more di-

rect legislation now than ever before
and it is absolutely necessary to the
success of the plan that the people go
to l he polls to vote"

Senator L. 15 Wight of Summit also
spoke in behalf of the bill, declaring
that unless the upeopie went to the
polls and voted, the political bosset
would have an easy time controlling
the elections. At present, he said,
thousands of dollars were spent c;ie'n
year In Salt Lake for transportation
of voters to the polls. This money
he said, was paid out of .i hoodie fund
Under the present law there appear-
ed no reason lor supplying carriage
or other means of transportation
This expense would be eliminated and
the voters would he free to vote un-
restricted by obligations to the part
that supplied the transportation
